Man charged 
alcohol to rock

Just as some readers were picking 
up their copy of the December 2 
issue of the Traverse City Record 
Eagle, where law enforcement and 
Crawford County Prosecutor John 
Huss were chastised on Page 8A for 
failing to do their jobs, Johnnie 
Johnson Wi was being arraigned in 
83rd District Court for allegedly 
furnishing alcohol to minors 
involved in a September incident of 
rock throwing from an I-75 over- 
pass. 

A warrant for Johnson’s arrest 
was authorized on November 19 by 
Huss and signed by the Michigan 
State Police on November 22 — two 
months after the incident occurred 
and just days after a follow-up arti- 
cle on the case appeared in the. 
Traverse City paper. 

Johnson, of Grayling, plead not 
guilty to charges of alcohol sell- 
ing/furnishing to minors at his 
December 2 arraignment before 
Judge John Hunter. He did not 
request a court appointed attorney 
nor has he indicated retention of 
legal counsel on his behalf. 
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witnesses had been contacted. Ina 
conversation between Huss and 
Corlew, he told her that he wanted to 
postpone the heasing. Corlew told 
him, “absolutely not,” and reminded 
him that both parties had 45 days to 
prepare for the hearing and the situ- 
ation had “dragged on Jong 
enough.” 

Corlew told Huss it was time to

philosophy that government closest to the voters is the 
best government of all. 

Somehow that idea seems to be fading as Republicans 
rule the roost in Lansing. 

The latest example of “Lansing knows best” involves 
wio should decide where employees of local govern- 
méntal units may live. 

The city council and other local governing bodies 
new make that decision, and may require employees to 
live within city or district limits. 

Legislative Republicans have been pushing measures 
to prohibit local governments from imposing residency 
requirements, 

Legislative Democrats, in eenerals have opposed the 
idea.

SOME CITIES -- Detroit. for the largest example - 
- require that city employees live in the city. 

Fairness usually is cited as the primary reason: Folks 
who draw their pay from taxpayers should live among 
them. 

There may be a dollar value on residency, too.

A recent city-sponsored study claimed that Detroit 
would lose up to $25 million a year in tax revenue if 
17.000 city employees moved to the suburbs. 

Opponents hold that a city has no right to dictate 
where a worker may live ... that it violates the right of 
free choice ... that an employee should be able to make 
individual choices after working hours, and live any- 
where she/he decides. 

In many cases, it’s easy to get around a residency rule. 
Employees have been known to maintain a room and a 
voting address within the city, and “visit” his/her fami- 
ly in a suburban subdivision evenings and weekends. 

* * * 

SOUND REASONS can be cited on both sides of the 
residency question. 

But regardless of the merits of the arguments, it 
should be up to the local unit of government to make its 
own rules. If a city wants to require its workers to live 
there, fine. If not. that’s fine. too, 

The choice should be made by government officials 
who are closest to the local situation and know a lot 
more about what should be done in any particular city or 
township than state lawmakers, way off there in 


Lansing. 

State takeover of the Detroit school system is another 
example of centralized control enforced by Republicans 
in Lansing. 

First they declared an educational emergency, then 
took away local control, supposedly on a temporary 
basis. But the principle is the same: Lansing knows best. 

* * * 

OTHER MOVES toward state control in areas rang- 
ing from urban planning to road controls have loomed 
since Republicans took full control in Lansing a year 
ago, most of them pushed by the GOP majority. 

Some ideas may have been good, some not so good. 
Each should be judged on its own merits. 

But they seem to follow a pattern of centralized dom- 
ination from Lansing over the activities of local units of 
government. 

Whatever happened to the principles of close voter 
control of government, with decisions made as close to 
home as possible? 

That’s the way we started this country way back 
when, but we seem to be drifting toward more central- 
ism. 


Michigan GOP pushes state controls 


Republicans for years espoused principles of limited 
government and of government as close to home as pos- 
sible, so the will of the people can be herd and carried 
out most directly. 

Living up to principles apparently is tougher than 
spouting them ... especially when you have effective 
operating majorities in all branches of government.

Good employees fired because of labor law 


What do a drug store cashier in 
California working to make ends 
meet, two aircraft mechanics from 
North Carolina working to realize 
the American dream, and a retired 
Georgia veteran employed by a fed- 
eral contractor have in common? 
They were all fired, three of them 
since May. for refusing to pay the 
forced union dues demanded by 
Organized’ Labor officials. 

Under federal labor law, eight 


-million Americans labor under con- 


tracts that contain language: forcing 
them to pay union dues or “fees,” or 
lose their jobs. In our land of free- 


dom and opportunity, these workers 


have no choice ... it’s either pay the 
dues to a union they may or may not 
support ... or be fired. 

Moreover, the more than $5 bil- 


‘lion annually yielded by these 


forced dues fuels a Big Labor elec- 
lioneering machine that exists to 
ensure the election of candidates 
who will grant union officials even 
more perks and privileges. 

Is this right? Is it good for 
America? Almost 80 percent of cit- 
izens across the country say no. 
Even most union households favor 
voluntary unionism. Employees 
should have a choice about whether 
they join any organization, includ- 
ing a union. 

In June, U.S. Air mechanics John 
Masiello and Craig Sickler of 
Charlotte, North Carolina, were

First and most important, we tiave 
stopped the raid on Social Security 
and saved the trust fund for future 
generations. In the process, we have 
changed the debate about how these 
funds are used. 

For decades, Congress borrowed 
from Social Security to pay for 
today's spending instead of putting 
the money away for the future, 
when the Baby Boomers retire and 
there are fewer workers paying into 
the system. 

But under the Republican majori- 
ty and for the first time in 30 years,

And this May, in Mojave, 
California, Deena Chacanaca was 
fired from RiteAid Pharmacies. 
Gecase she would noi pay the 
union dues without more informa- 
tion about how the union intended 
to use her money. Apparently union 
bosses decided it would be easier to 
get her fired than to address her con- 
cerns. 

Mrs. Chacanaca had become 
reluctant to joint the union as she 
witnessed union officials misrepre- 
senting themselves to other employ- 
ees. They would hand a reluctant 
prospect a membership form, saying 
it was a survey. But once the 
employee signed the form, union 
dues were siphoned from his/her 
paycheck. 

“} just decided I couldn't give my 
support to an organization that was 
so sneaky and underhanded,” she 
said. “Finally, a union official came 
and stood in my line and accosted 
me loudly, saying I was either going 
to pay them the money or be fired. 

“What hurts most is that I loved 
my job. And IJ was good at it. But I 
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Congress’ accomplishments 


grams that have nothing to do with 
Social Security. We paid off $88 
billion in debt this year and are on 
track to pay off $131 billion in fiscal 
year 2000. A lower debt means 
lower interest rates for your family’s 
priorities, such as mortgages and 
college educations. 

We have also improved 
Americans’ retirement security by 
improving Medicare. The Medicare 
Refinement Act passed last week 
adds $16 billion into Medicare, 
strengthening this crucial system. 
Our bill includes needed funds to 
ensure nursing homes can afford 
health care treatments for seniors.

Fortunately, legislation currently 
before Congress would prevent 
such unjust firings in the future. 
The National Right to Work Act 
(H.R. 792/S8.424), which has the 
support of 19 Senators, including 
myself, and 132 Representatives, 
would restore freedom of choice for 
workers who now fork out an annu- 
al average of more than $600 each ” 
in compulsory-dues money. 

Rather than add a single letter to 
federal Jaw, this bill simply deletes 
those passages of iaw, created by 
Congress more than 60 years ago, 
which empower union bosses to 
collect forced dues. Even in states 
with Right to Work laws, this bill 
would aid the hundreds of thou- 
sands of workers covered by the 
federal Railway Labor Act or on 
federal enclaves who can still be 
forced to pay union dues to keep 
their jobs. 

Perhaps Mrs. Chacanaca put it 
best. “It’s just immoral for a work- 
er to be required to pay union dues 
against her will in order to get or 
keep her job,” she said. “I don’t 
understand why, in the land of the 
free. the U.S. Congress hasn’t done 
something to protect our basic free- 
dom of choice in choosing whether 
OF not to associate with a union.” 

The time to change this practice is 
now.

Usha Lee McFarling, wrote an article 
in the 9/16/1999 issue of The Arizona 
Republic entitled, “Fat-food tax urged in 
war on obesity U.S. flab viewed as ‘tick- 
ing bomb’.”

Roadless Initiative to be discussed at Forest Service meeting 


The USDA-Forest’ Service — is 
sponsoring a series of national and 
local meetings to begin soliciting 
public comment on President 
Clinton's initiative to protect: road- 
less areas within the National Forest 
System. ; 

These public meetings are the first 
step in the public rulemaking 
process that proposes restricting cer- 
tain activities, such as road construc- 
tion, in unroaded portions of inven- 
toried roadless areas as previously 
identified in RARE II and establish- 
ing direction for managing uninven- 
toried roadless areas. 

President Clinton kicked off the 
public process to protect roadless 
areas with his announcement on 
October 13 during a visit to the 
George Washington and Jefferson 
National Forests in Virginia. 

The Forest Service has scheduled 
ten national meetings across the 
country. In addition. every local 


national torest will have tts own pub- 
lic meeting. The Huron-Manistee 
National Forest will be hosting a 
meeting on Thursday. December 16. 
at Bill Oliver's Conterence Center in 
Cadillac at 6 p.m. 

The meeting format will include a 
brief presentation on the President's 
initiative followed by a session to 
receive public comment. Those 
attending will be given the opportu- 
nity to present their viewpoints on 
the local and national perspective. 

This public outreach effort is part 
of the ongoing 60-day comment 
period that was initiated in October

Hysterectomy: It’s not the only choice anymore 


As many as 200.000 American 
women may be having unnecessary 
hysterectomies each year, instead of 
taking advantage of new alternative 
medical techniques, doctors at the 
University of Michigan Health 
System estimate. 

Now, they have opened the first 
clinic in the nation devoted to help- 
ing women explore multiple alterna- 
tives to having their uterus’ surgical- 
ly removed. 

More than half-a-million hys- 
terectomies are performed each year 
in the U.S. at an estimated cost of 
more than $5 billion, according to 
the latest data from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 
This makes it the second most fre- 
quent major surgical procedure 
among reproductive-aged women - 
by age 60, one in four have had it 
done. 

But the new surgical approaches 
and technologies could given many 
women options they didn’t think 
they had. 

“When a woman is told that she 
should have a hysterectomy, she 
should ask her physician specifical- 
jy ‘What are my alternatives?’ 
becuase we see the hysterectomy as 
the end of the line.” says UMHS 
gynecologist Elisabeth Quint, M.D. 
“There are all kinds of other things 
that you can try first before having a 
hysterectomy, because having a hys- 
terectomy is a big deal for most 
women. It is the end of your repro- 
ductive time.” a 

Hysterectomy may still be the 
best choice for many conditions, 
including cancer, UMHS doctors 
say. But women with benign, or 
non-cancerous, problems - most 
commonly, fibroids and abnormal 
uterine bleeding - may be able to get

relief another way.Fibroids are non- 
cancerous tumors that grow in the 
uterine lining or muscle, often caus- 
ing pain, pressure and bleeding 
complications. Abnormal uterine 
bleeding is bleeding outside the 
menstrual cycle. 

Says U-M gynecologist Deidre 
Spicer Maccannon, M.D., M.M., 
“Our hysterectomy alternatives pro- 
gram was founded out of a specific 
desire to educate women about vari- 
ous conditions that potentially lead 
to hysterectomy. We explore their 
desired outcome, educate them 
about their options, then support 
them in their treatment decision, 
whichever they decide to choose.” 

U-M’s unique clinic offers several 
different treatments under one roof, 
depending on a woman's particular 
symptoms: 

¢ One option is endometrial abla- 
tion therapy, a treatment in which 
the lining of the uterus is cauterized, 
or destroyed, by such procedures as 
electrocautery or laser. The latest 
form of this treatment, which has 
been developed in the last few years. 
is endometrial uterine balloon abla- 
tion. In this therapy, a balloon is 
inserted into the uterus and filled 
with warm water, destroying the lin- 
ing of the uterus. It is most useful 
for women with abnormal bleeding 
that cannot be treated with hor- 
mones. This treatment was FDA 
approved less than a year ago. 

* Uterine artery embolization is 
the newest technique available at U- 
M. Used mainly to treat fibroids. it 
is done through a catheter inserted 
into the blood vessels in the groin 
and fed up to the vessels that supply 
blood to the fibroid and uterus. 
Small particles are inserted into the 
vessel to block the flow of blood to

“Many of the techniques that 
involve removal of growths in the 
uterus are very difficult to learn and 
were not taught during residency 
programs when today’s doctors 
were in training. whereas all gyne- 
cologists are very well trained in 
performing traditional hysterec- 
tomies.” . 

Even though the focus of the new 
U-M clinic is to offer the latest tech- 
nology in treating gynecological 
problems, Quint says, “We really try 
to see the woman as a whole. We 
take into consideration all the 
aspects of her life, and how the out- 
come of whatever treatment or inter- 
vention she chooses is going to 
affect her life.

out of luck, depending on weather 
conditions. 

“If we get eight solid weeks of 
snow, we will only have enough 
moncy to do each trail four times a 
week. Last year we did each trail 
five or six times,” Filley said. “This 
could have a serious impact on the 
condition of trails out there.” 

“The money is there, they just 
have to appropriate it,” he added. “If 
we don’t get it, it could be a short 
grooming season.” 

Filley urges area snowmobile 
enthusiasts to. contact Rep. Ken 
Bradstreet (or other local represen- 
tative if not from Crawford County) 
regarding the funding appropriation 
issue. F 
On the plus side of the financial 
picture. the association is currently 
wrapping up the final phases of its 
‘99-00 Grayling Area Snowmobile 
Map. a big source of revenue for the 
AVSA. : 

The map includes points of inter- 
est for both winter and summer 
recreation, and of course, has the 
locations of area snowmobile trails. 
This year’s AVSA map should be 
available in mid-December. 

“The map’s a big money-maker 
for us,” said Filley. “It really is what 
helps keep us going. The snowmo- 
bile trail operation in theory should 
pay for itself, but it just doesn’t 
work out that way.” 

Trail grooming can be an expen- 
sive operation. The AVSA has two 
machines going during the winter, a 
Holland tractor equipped with drag

tomized by installing a sign with the AVSA’s motto: “Volunteers for better trails.” 


and a Tucker Snowcat. 

In addition to the costs of main- 
taining the association’s machinery, 
the AVSA loses a significant chunk 
of money on signs every year, due 
to thefts. 

“We have found big piles of our 
signs out in the woods that people 
have taken out,” AVSA members 
teported. “It’s costly. ‘Stop’ signs 
are the biggest.” 

One expense the AVSA does not 
currently pay is labor for their 
grooming operators. The associa- 
tion members that work on the trails 
are strictly volunteers, though Filley 


hopes the AVSA will eventually 
have the funds to pay them. 

Six of the association volunteers 
have spent over 200 hours this fall 
preparing the trails for winter. 
Brushing, clearing, and grading the 
trails before snowfall helps with 
grooming once the snow hits, mem- 
bers said. 

The AVSA is always looking for 
new members, both for working on 
trails or just to provide input at asso- 
ciation meetings. If interested, show 
up at a meeting, members said. 

The AVSA meets the first 
Thursday of each month at the Oak 


Room of the Grayling Holiday Inn 
at 7 p.m. The next meeting will be 
on January 6. 

“Next meeting we’re going to be 
riding here on our sleds,” AVSA 
members said enthusiastically.
